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Ullswater is the second largest of the English lakes, 
having a total length of about eight miles, and being at its 
widest part half a mile. It consists of three reaches, 
each possessing totally different characteristics. The 
southern reach is the most mountainous, the principal 
points overlooking its shores being Helvellyn (3,118 feet), 
Black Crag (2,000 feet), Place Fell (2,154 feet), and St. 
Sunday Crag (2,756 feet). 
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
